OF C.P.R. IN WEST END OF CITY 


The question of the entrance of 
the, Canadian Pacific Railway into 
Eémonton and the manner in which 
the railway shall cross McKay, Vic- 
toria and Jasper avenues, will be one 
of the live matters to be considered 
by the city council this year. Com- 
missioner Bouillon has submitted a 
report on dhe question, going into 


. the details of why the railway com- 


pony should be asked to make its 
gtades such that an overhead bridge 
crossing of the railway on Jasper 
avenue may be secured instead of a 
subway as contemplated by the plans 
of the company, and which were ap- 
preyed by the city when the matter 
of the entrance was before them over 
a year ago. 

Commissioner Bouillon’s statement 
iz as follows: 

“The plans adopted for the en- 
trance of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way liné into the city from the high 
level bridge, contemplated a grade 
line for the railway striking about 
ever with the present surface of Jas- 
per avenue, just east of Tenth street, 
with a uniformly ascending grade 
from the north end of the bridge to a 
point north of Jasper avenue on 
Tenth street, and it was contemplat- 
ed to have overhead crossings for the 
avenues at McKay and Victoria.
